PRESIDENT’S  F( )REW< >RI) 

It  is  my  privilege  to  write  this  foreword  to  the  114th  Annual  Report  of 
the  Directors  on  the  Institute’s  activities  during  the  past  twelve  months. 
The  year  under  review  has  been  a trying  one  for  everybody  in  the 
community.  It  imposed  a particularly  heavy  strain  upon  your  Board 
because  of  the  unprecedented  inflationary  spiral  experienced  by  all 
welfare  agencies  and  charitable  organisations,  and  consequently  necessitated 
more  intensive  thought  and  planning  by  the  Directors  than  ever  before 
in  the  Institute’s  long  history. 

Whilst  last  year  marked  the  opening  of  the  new  venture  to  provide 
education  and  training  for  multi-handicapped  blind  children,  the  year 
now  reviewed  has  seen  the  expansion  in  these  new  activities  to  an  extent, 
and  marked  with  a success,  which  exceeded  our  hopes.  The  only 
hindrance  to  a further  expansion  of  the  programme  is  the  shortage  of 
finance.  Your  Directors,  therefore,  have  given  every  effort,  which  will 
continue,  to  establish  ways  and  means  for  extending  the  facilities  for 
those  additional  multi-liandicapped  blind  children  in  New  South  Wales, 
who  now  await  our  care  and  attention. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  appreciation  of  the  diligent  work, 
concern  and  constant  support  of  my  colleagues  on  the  Board  and  the 
Chief  Executive  and  his  hard-working  staff.  Without  this  support  my 
task,  as  the  nominal  head  of  this  great  Institute,  would  be  difficult  indeed. 
We  will  continue  to  accept  the  challenges  that  arise,  and,  with  the  help 
and  support  of  our  members  and  interested  friends,  will  expand  the 
activities  and  increase  the  facilities  available  to  the  children,  in  line  with 
the  developments  of  modern  technology  and  scientific  achievement.

\NNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDED  SEPTEMBER  30. 
1075 

Problems  of  economic  stress  mid  the  intolerable  inflation 
met  ss  it  It  during  the  past  year  have  imposed  a strain 
on  every  section  of  the  community  and  upon  each 
individual  within  it,  probably  to  a degree  never  before 
encountered.  The  voluntary  welfare  agencies,  in  parti- 
cular. have  been  confronted  with  difficulties  imposed  by 
unprecedented  increases  in  cost  structures,  over  which 
little  control  could  be  exercised  — e.g„  savage  increases 
in  postal  charges,  heavy  rises  in  telephone  service 
costs  — which  general  imposition  upon  the  national 
economy  has  posed  a very  real  threat  to  maintenance 
of  income  to  agencies  dedicated  to  welfare  work  within 
the  community.  They  often  suffer  at  both  ends  of  the 
scale  and.  unlike  the  business  community,  have  no  way 
of  passing  on  any  increased  costs  of  operation  to  the 
consumer. 

Reference  to  the  item  “Finance”  appearing  later  in  this 
Report,  and  to  the  Balance  Sheet  and  Revenue  Account 
published  in  Pages  10  and  1 1 point  up  results  which  have 
been  achieved  by  your  Institute  which,  hopefully,  will  meet 
with  the  approval  of  members  and  supporters. 

THE  CENTRE 

The  concern  of  your  Board  for  the  children  at  the  Centre 
remains  unabated  and  it  is  heartening  to  report  that 
there  have  been  successful  innovations  and  extensions 
of  services  during  the  year,  which  have  been  achieved 
in  defiance  of  the  cost  spiral. 

During  the  year,  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  the 
Bursar,  the  Chief  Nurse  and  the  Supervisor  of  Residences, 
together  with  those  of  the  Welfare  Officer  and  our 
School  Principals,  have  clearly  indicated  many  additional 
problems  which  have  arisen  from  the  intake  of  many 
badly  adjusted  and  ill  and  dually  handicapped  children. 

It  is  a matter  of  pride  to  be  able  to  demonstrate  that 
a child  who  came  to  us  as  a wheel  chair  case,  after  a 
few  short  months,  now  walks  with  the  help  of  a walking 
frame;  that  a crippled  child  who  is  blind  is  now  using  his 
legs  again,  assisted  by  surgery,  surgical  shoes  and  calipers 
and  constant  encouragement  and  assistance  from  our 
teachers  and  house  mothers;  a diabetic  blind  girl  has 
recovered  a big  percentage  of  her  vision  and  a severely 
retarded  blind  child  rarely  now  shouts  out  profanities, 
but  is  responding  to  the  challenge  of  our  educators  and 
the  love  of  our  house  parents.  All  of  these  children  are 
making  progress  in  the  social  and/or  academic  situation. 
Of  course  there  are  debits  and  disappointments,  but  this 
is  only  to  be  expected  in  this  area  of  assistance  to  the 
multi-handicapped  which  is  so  fraught  with  challenge 
and  the  necessity  to  innovate  and  to  an  extent  — always 
bearing  in  mind  that  the  child’s  interests  are  paramount 
and  must  not  be  placed  at  risk  — to  experiment. 

There  will  be  a large  group  of  deaf  school  leavers  at 
this  year's  end  and  we  are  advised  that  there  will  not 
be  a great  intake  into  nursery  deaf  classes,  hence  there 
will  be  a reduction  in  the  number  of  deaf  children  at 


the  C entre.  Offsetting  this,  the  blind,  the  deaf  blind  and 
multi-handicapped  units  are  all  full  to  capacity  and 
further  admissions  could  be  made  if  space  were  available. 
This,  together  with  the  problem  of  class  room  space, 
toilet  needs  and  recreation  facilities  for  the  deaf,  blind 
educabie  children,  has  caused  some  concern  and  your 
Board  is  examining  various  alternative  methods  as 
possible  solutions,  such  as  sub-division  of  some  class- 
rooms which  may  well  provide  the  answer. 

The  present  child  population  at  the  Centre  is  238,  the 
majority  of  whom  arc  in  residence. 

Staff  Training  Courses 

The  introduction  of  staff  in-training  and  correspondence 
courses  for  those  concerned  directly  with  child-care,  is 
bearing  some  fruit  and  it  will  be  only  a short  time  before 
a great  difference  will  be  evident  in  the  child-care  staff's 
capacity  to  accept  more  responsibilities.  The  course  is 
giving  the  junior  staff  a greater  opportunity  to  grasp  and 
truly  appreciate  some  of  the  problems  of  management. 
A steady  rapport  is  growing  which  is  evidenced  in  the 
improved  end  results  for  the  children. 

In  our  nursing  home,  schools  and  special  schools,  we 
are  able  to  accept  visits  from  trainee  nurses  and  many 
of  our  skills  are  being  passed  on  for  use  in  government 
institutions  such  as  Marsden  and  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospitals  and  similar  places  of  specialist  nursing. 

All  these  developments  make  your  Board  aware  of  the 
constant  need  to  retain  personnel  at  the  top  of  their 
profession  in  their  respective  capacities.  Well  oriented 
lay  personnel  in  these  areas  are  difficult  to  obtain  and 
because  of  this  the  replacement  of  key  personnel  or  the 
extension  of  our  services  will  require  that  we  recruit 
personnel  already  trained  and  qualified  in  the  particular 
field,  who  then  may  be  moulded  into  a component  suited 
to  our  special  and  peculiar  requirements.  We  have  in 
fact,  well-tried  and  trusted  individuals  in  key  positions 
at  the  Centre  whom  your  Board  is  encouraging  to  under- 
take study  courses,  which  will  provide  them  with  the 
academic  qualifications  needed  to  re-inforce  their  acquired 
skills  and  experience  and  natural  capacities  in  these 
fields. 

The  maintenance  of  increasingly  sophisticated  equipment 
requires  specialist  knowledge  and  it  is  only  because  of 
the  extensive  oversight  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Bursar, 
and  the  Maintenance  Supervisor  that  we  are  able  to  cope. 
The  Housekeeper  provides  a great  deal  of  the  extensive 
knowledge  and  capability  which  is  necessary  in  catering 
for  the  dietary  needs  of  the  special  categories  of  children 
for  whom  we  care  in  our  nursing  home  section. 

The  year  of  1975  is  a success  story  at  the  Centre  out- 
standing in  the  annals  of  this  Royal  Institute  enterprise. 
Provided  that  we  realistically  face  the  challenges  of  the 
future,  we  can  look  forward  to  greater  success  in  the 
efforts  w'e  make  for  these  children,  which  are  only  made 
possible  by  the  continuing  support  of  the  people  of  New' 
South  Wales.

FINANCE 


Acknowledgement  must  be  made  to  the  Federal  and 
State  Governments,  and  instrumentalities  for  substantial 
financial  help  made  available  during  the  year,  in  the 
amount  of  $312,000.00,  being  an  increase  of  70%  on 
the  amounts  derived  from  these  sources  during  the 
previous  year.  This  was  valuable  assistance.  Income  from 
legacies  and  endowments  reached  a record  figure  of 
$262,000.00,  which  basically  provided  the  total  surplus 
for  the  year,  enabling  a figure  of  $201,000.00  to  be 
transferred  to  accumulated  funds,  an  improvement  of 
$33,000.00  on  last  year’s  surplus  of  $168,000.00. 

The  total  income  from  all  sources  sets  a new  high  of 
$1,412,000.00,  an  increase  of  28%  on  the  previous 
year's  figures.  A great  proportion  of  the  additional 
income  has  been  absorbed  by  capital  cost  of  installations 
of  new  technological  equipment  at  the  Centre.  This  is 
in  line  with  your  Board’s  policy  of  providing  the 
children  with  the  best  equipment  available  as  it  comes 
from  the  drawing  boards  of  the  world's  technological 
experts.  Replacements  of  fittings  and  equipment  have 
also  absorbed  substantial  capital  sums. 

Balances  at  Bank  are  increased  against  last  year’s  bal- 
ance date  figures  from  $9,663.00  O/D  to  credits  of 
$204,308.00.  This  is  earmarked  in  the  main,  for  com- 
pletion of  the  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  Childrens 
School,  towards  which  completion  your  Board  is  pre- 
sently planning,  subject  to  availability  of  sufficient  funds. 
The  slight  decrease  in  capital  investments,  with  the 
present  figure  at  $328,000.00  is  regarded  as  scarcely 
adequate  when  considered  in  proportion  to  the  large 
increase  in  expenditures. 

I he  escalation  of  the  inflationary  spiral  resulted  in  an 
inciease  in  expenditure  of  $276,150.00,  which  represents 
and  additional  33%.  The  greater  proportion  of  this  was 
absorbed  on  award  wage  increases  and  there  was  the 
need  to  substantially  enlarge  the  numbers  of  paramedical 
staff  to  cope  with  the  problems  arising  from  the 
increased  number  of  multi-handicapped  blind  children 
requiring  intensive  care  and  attention. 

Generally,  your  Directors  feel  that  the  Institute  has 
weathered  a difficult  and  trying  period  satisfactorily,  and 
the  Board  is  profoundly  grateful  for  the  continuine 
increased  support  given  by  its  auxiliary  and  ancillary 
bodies  and  committees;  by  generous  members  and 
interested  friends  Tribute  is  also  due  to  management 

and  staff  for  their  unremitting  efforts  and  constant 
concern.  1

SIR  DONALD  ANDERSON,  C.B.E. 

Sir  Donald  was  a Director  of  the  Royal  Institute 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  His  untimely 
death  last  November  is  a great  loss  to  Australian 
aviation,  to  which  he  contributed  so  much,  both 
as  the  Director  of  Civil  Aviation  and  later  as 
Chairman  of  Qantas  Airways  Limited. 

Sir  Donald  resigned  from  the  Board  through 
ill-health  last  August.

The  death  occurred  in  the  Concord  Repatriation 
Hospital  last  December  of  one  of  our  Vice-

Col.  Colvin  had  a distinguished  military  career. 
He  commanded  the  2/1 3th  Battalion  during  the 
breakout  of  the  Australian  9th  Division  from 
Tobruk,  and  subsequently  at  the  Battle  of 
Alamein.  He  commanded  the  Battalion  during 
the  later  New  Guinea  and  Borneo  campaigns 
and  later  served  with  the  Occupation  Force  in 
Japan  until  1948. 

He  had  been  a member  of  the  Board  for  the 
past  10  years,  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  He  was  also  President  of  the  N.S.W.

RESEARCH  FELLOW 

Miss  Angela  Wilson,  B.A.(Hons.)  Dip.  Deaf  Ed., 
M.A.A.T.D.,  the  Institute’s  Research  Fellow  into  deaf 
education,  completed  the  first  12  months  of  her  Fellowship 
in  September,  1975.  During  the  year  she  presented  a 
number  of  papers  at  local  and  national  conferences,  and 
had  several  articles  published  in  leading  Australian 
journals.  She  attended  the  International  Congress  on 
Education  of  the  Deaf  in  Tokyo  in  August,  and  visited 
schools  and  facilities  for  the  deaf  in  the  Philippines, 
Hong  Kong  and  Taiwan. 

Miss  Wilson  has  been  studying  the  role  of  taction  in 
speech  acquisition  by  profoundly  deaf  persons.  She 
considers  that  communication  through  the  skin  offers 
interesting  possibilities  for  adding  to  our  ways  of  receiving 
information.  The  theory  is  that  sounds  have  their  own 
inherent  characteristic  patterns  and  will  feel  different, 
or  can  be  altered  in  such  a way  that  they  will  feel 
different  to  the  touch  of  the  observer.  Through  a tactual 
vocoder,  sounds  and  words  could  be  converted  into 
vibrations  which  would  then  be  delivered  to  the  deaf 
child.  A deaf  infant  could  thus  learn  to  “hear”  using 
tactual  input  in  the  same  way  a hearing  youngster  learns 
to  hear. 


MINISTERIAL  VISIT 

The  Honourable  R.  O.  Healey  made  his  first  official 
visit  to  North  Rocks  as  Minister  for  Health  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  accompanied  by  officials  from  his  depart- 
ment. The  Board  was  represented  by  Dr.  Sydney  Hing 
and  a number  of  Directors. 

Mr.  Healey  has  been  closely  associated  with,  and  keenly 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Institute  for  many  years, 
and  has  always  been  sympathetic  with  the  numerous 
problems  involved. 

He  was  particularly  interested  in  the  two  special  schools, 
the  Deaf/Blind  Trainables  and  the  Multi-Handicapped/ 
Blind.  Many  of  these  children’s  handicaps  are  due  to 
rubella  (german  measles)  during  their  mother’s  preg- 
nancy. 

Later  Mr.  Healey  issued  an  appeal  to  all  parents  to 
arrange  for  rubella  immunization  of  their  daughters  at 
12  to  14  years  of  age.  The  Health  Commission  of  N.S.W. 
he  said,  offered  a free  vaccination  service  to  all  school 
girls  of  these  ages,  and  most  vaccination  programmes 
were  carried  out  in  both  State  and  Private  schools  by  the 
Commission  in  co-operation  with  the  N.S.W.  Education 
Department.

I he  Board’s  continuing  policy  of  close  liaison  with  all 
organisations  with  kindred  interests,  including  voluntary 
bodies  and  the  relevant  departments  of  both  Federal  anil 
State  Governments,  and  also  with  similar  organisations 
overseas,  ensures  that  the  Royal  Institute  is  kept  abreast 
of  the  latest  techniques  and  developments  in  the  fields 
of  deaf  and  blind  welfare. 

There  has  been  continued  liaison  with  the  Royal  Blind 
SocietN  iif  N.S.W.,  the  Adult  Deaf  and  Dumb  Society 
of  N.S.VV.  and  the  Royal  Guide  Dogs  for  the  Blind 
Association  of  Australia.  Close  relations  are  also  main- 
tained with  similar  welfare  agencies  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  United  States  and  New  Zealand. 

The  Chief  Executive,  Mr.  Stanley  Swaine,  is  a member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Australian  National 
Council  for  the  Blind.  He  is  also  a member  of  the  State 
Consultative  Council  for  the  Handicapped,  which  advises 
the  Inter-Departmental  Commission  for  the  Handicapped 
within  this  State,  and  is  a member  of  the  Steering 
Committee  of  the  Australian  Council  for  Rehabilitation 
of  the  Disabled. 

Mr.  Swaine  attended  the  fifth  Pan-Pacific  Conference  for 
the  Rehabilitaion  of  the  Disabled  in  Singapore  early  in 
November,  and  presented  a paper  on  “Administration 
problems  encountered  in  the  Education  of  the  Deaf/ 
Blind".  He  then  attended  the  Bi-annual  World  Con- 
ference of  Educators  of  the  Blind  in  Penang,  representing 
the  Royal  Institute  and  the  Australian  National  Council 
for  the  Blind  at  the  latter  conference,  and  chairing  one 
of  the  Plenary  Sessions. 

The  Royal  Institute  actively  participates  on  the  executive 
level,  through  the  Assistant  Chief  Executive,  Mr. 
J.  T.  Harris,  in  the  work  of  the  Australian  Council  of 
Social  Services.  He  is  also  our  representative  on  the 
N.S.W.  Forum  for  Deaf  Education  and  Welfare,  and 
is  a member  of  its  Steering  Committee.  Mr.  Harris  is 
a member  of  the  Access  Committee  of  the  Australian 
Council  for  Rehabilitation  of  the  Disabled. 

The  recently  formed  State  Branch  of  the  Australian 
National  Council  for  the  Blind  is  presided  over  by  your 
Board's  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  E.  Hasemer. 

We  are  happy  too,  to  be  closely  associated  with  the 
Australian  Council  for  the  Rehabilitation  of  the  Disabled, 
which  is  such  a potent  force  in  the  community  in  assisting 
the  handicapped. 

NEWCASTLE  BRANCH 

The  Northern  Branch,  under  the  direction  of  the  Admin- 
istrator, Mr.  Colin  Styman,  again  had  a most  successful 
year,  both  in  the  field  of  assisting  the  many  deaf  and 
blind  children  whose  homes  are  in  the  area,  as  well  as 
in  the  field  of  fund-raising. 

A new  Lantern  Club,  Beresfield  and  District,  was  founded 
with  an  enthusiastic  committee,  and  there  are  now  five 
successful  clubs  operating  in  the  area. 

The  Golden  Light  Committee,  and  the  Belmont  and 
Maitland  Lantern  Clubs  all  had  record  fund-raising  years 
and  the  Cessnock  Club,  with  its  smaller  membership 
equalled  the  record  it  established  last  year. 

These  gratifying  results  reflect  great  credit  on  the  hard- 
working committees  and  members.

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  47  years  ago,  on  December 
13,  1928,  the  world-famous  Australian  pioneer  aviator, 
Sir  Charles  Kingsford  Smith  took  some  12  deaf  and  blind 
children  from  the  Royal  Institute’s  Centre,  then  located 
in  Darlington  for  a Christmas  flight  over  Sydney  in  the 
famous  tri-motored  Fokker  “Southern  Cross".  An  historic 
photograph  of  this  flight  is  reproduced  on  page  14. 

It  is  heart-warming  too,  that  Australia's  own  airline  is 
now  continuing  this  line  precedent  that  Kingsford  Smith 
established  nearly  half  a century  ago. 

Street  Appeals 

In  1965  the  Royal  Institute  initiated  the  idea  of  selling 
pens  instead  of  buttons  on  its  Street  Appeal  Day,  a 
practice  which  has  since  been  adopted  by  many  charitable 
organisations. 

The  Sydney  Annual  Pen  Appeal,  held  on  November  22, 
1974.  was  an  outstanding  success  with  $30,040.00  being 
raised. 

This  was  once  again  made  possible  by  the  untiring 
efforts  of  the  boys  from  St.  Andrew’s  Cathedral  Choir 
School. 

They  raised  $9,980.00,  making  a total  of  $70,775.00 
contributed  by  the  school  during  the  past  17  years.

Announce  yourself  when  talking  to  fvim- 

Use  words  like  "see",  "watch",  look  , blind  as 

you  normally  would.  „ 

Don't  raise  your  voice.  Talk  naturally. 

Talk  to  him  directly,  not  through  another  person. 
Don't  "gush"  at  a blind  person's  achievements.  Me 
doesn't  like  patronising  any  more  than  you  do. 
Don't  give  directions  from  a distance.  _ 

Offer  your  arm  to  him.  Then  walk  as  straight  as 


possible.  . ,. 

Don’t  grab  his  arm  and  try  to  propel  him 

Don't  leave  him  when  crossing  a road  until  you  both 

have  reached  the  far  kerb. 

Remember,  sound  and  touch  are  the  blind  person  s 
sight. 


DO’S  AND  DON’TS 

WHEN  YOU’RE  WITH  THE  DEAF 

• Talk  to  the  deaf  person,  not  at  him. 

• Talk  in  a normal  voice  and  in  full  sentences. 

• Don't  shout  at  him. 

• Be  patient  with  him. 

• Don't  exaggerate  your  lip  movements. 

• Look  at  him  when  you  talk. 

• Face  the  light  when  you  talk  to  him. 

• Don't  be  "deadpan"  when  talking.  Use  normal  facial 
expressions. 

• Don't  correct  his  words  or  intonation  when  he  talks 
to  you. 

• Accept  and  encourage  his  speech. 

• Don't  feel  apologetic  for  him.
